thatjoyned, but in the outmolt ends. 

Now every planke,whereof the fides were made, was in height 
five yards, but in breadth three quarters, juſt as broad a8-two of 
theſe pecces of ſilver were long, atthe foote of the planke, at ci- 
ther corner was a tenon made, the planke being cut-downe, or 
abating ſo much betweene the tenons, as the tenons themlelyes 
were in length, ſo that when the tenons were ſhrunke in the mer- 
teiles, the middle of the planke ferled noon the peeces ar Baſes.

Then count; the two corner plankes were inward a quarter of a 
yard apeece, and the (ixe enkve that ſtood betweene them of 
three quarters apeece, behold five yards, jult the breadth of the 
houſe betweene wall and wall. Theſe corners knit end and fide 
together, and were [trength of the building, as Chrilt is of his 
Church, making Jewes and Gentiles one (piricuall Temple, 

Belides theſe corners ſirengthening the Fabricke, there were 
ſeven bonds to make all ſure. F irit, plankes to plankes wereclole 
joynted at the foote, fo that.the Text calls them IQONN, or 
twins, Secondly, each planke was linked to the next,at the top, 

with a golden linke. Thirdly, on the fide, ſtaples. of Gold were 
faſtned in every planke, ſo that foure barres of Shittim wood, o- 
verlaid with Gold, were carryed in the ſtaples, from one end of 
the Tabernacle to another, Bekides theſe, there was alſo another 
barre of the ſame wood, that ran from end to end, through the 
body or thicknefſe of the plankes, a hole being bored through 
each planke for the purpoſe. By theſe barres Chrilt is itly reſem- 
bled, who is conveyed throughout the whole Scripture, in the 
rings of diverſe paſſages and ſtories ; In the fourth Chapter of 
the Epbefs ans, there are ſeven bends that bind the Churth to uni- 
ty; Firft,onebody ; ſecondly, ene ſpirit; thirdly, onchope of

Theſe 
Curtaines were Tapeſtry worke : T he ground was of fine yarne 
dyed blew, Purple, and Scarlet, woven together; the embroy- 
dery was of Pi&ures of Cherubims, 

Theſe Curtaines were in number ten, each one being twenty 
eight cubics,or fourtecne yards long, foure cubits or two yards 
broad : They were ſewed together five Curtaines in one peece, 
and five in another : ſothat they made two large es of Ta- 
peſtry of fourteene yards long, and tenne yards broad. Theſe. 

- two peeces arecalled couplings, Exod,26.5, And theſe two were 
thus- joyned together, In the edge of either, were made fifty 
loopes of blew tape, one anſwerable or correſpondent to ano- 
ther, or one over againſt another, and with fifty hooks or claſps 
of gold, he linked the leopes together, and fo the two maine 
peces were made one covering. or-Fabernacle, Exod. 36. 13. 

Queſt. Why were not al-the ten Currtaines ſewed” together on 
one peece, birt five and five ſewed together, to make two peeces,

Anſw. Firſt,the Tabernacle confiſted of ewo parts ; the holy 
place, and the moſt holy : which two weredivided one from a= 
notherby a vaile; of which hereafter: Now according to this 
diviſion of the houſe, was alſo the divifion of the curtaines. For 


Exod. 26. 32, itis plaine that the vailethat parted the holy from 
the moſt hol 
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was hung juſt under theſe golden clafpes that knit 
the five and fiye Curtaines together; So. that five Curtaines lay 


over..

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with this difference : The boly place was ten yardslong, and 
the five Curtaines ſewed together werejuſt ſo broad, and'fo they © 
covered onely the top and hides, but hung not downe at the end, . 
- which was Eaſtward ; but the moſt holy was bur five yards long, 
and the five Curtaines over, that did not onely cover the top, 
but alſo hung downe at the Welt end;to the filver baſes. 

Secondly, the looping together of the Curtaines, five ane 
five ona peece, with a golden tye, doth ſweetly reſemble the uni« 
tiagof the two natures in Chriſt, divinity and humanity,into 
one perſon, which! two natures were not confounded, as Cur- 
raines ſewed together, but were ſweetely knic together by golden 
and ineffable union. 

Thirdly, this might alſo fully fignifie the two Churches of 
Jewes and Gentiles, knit together by Chrilt, that ſo they make 
but one ſpirituall Tabernacle. | 

Now come and meaſure the Curtaines againe, imagining them 
threwne length way over the Tabernacle : they were fonrteene 
yards long, and twenty yards broad, when they were all ſewed 
and looped together : This breadth covered the length of che 
building, which was fifteene yards, and it hung downe behinde 
the Welt end, even to the foundation. The Fai end was ſtill left 
open. Of the length of them, five yards were taken up in cove» 
ring the flat rop of the houſe, which was five yards broad between 
wall and wall: A-quarter of a yard was taken up on cither fide, 
with covering the thickneſſe of the plankes 2 fo that on eicher 
fide they hungdowne foure yards and one quarter, -which' was 
three quarters of a yard ſhort of the ſilver foundation, or little 
leſſe. |

Of the Goate-haire Curtaines. 


O helpe this defeR, as alſo to ſhelter the rich 
B (bes adn] were made Curraines- of Goutes 


in number; in breadth each one two as' was the 
of other, but being one Carats ore then other, they were 
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two yards broader then the other, when they wereall coupled to- 

ther. . Each Curtaine was thirey cubits, or fifteene yards lon 

and conſequently a yardlonger then thoſe ſpoken of before. Th 
were ſewed, fixe together on one peecce, and hve an anotber. Theſe 
two maine peeces were linked together, with fifty claſpes of 
brafſe, as the other were with fifty of pold. But when theſe cur- 
taincs were laid upon the other over the Tabernacle, they were 
not ſo laid as theſe brazen loopes,did light juſt upon the golden 
ones, over the vaile,but threequarters of a yard more Weftward, 
ſo that the five curtains that went Welt did reach to the ground, 
and halfe a curtaine to ſpare, Exod. 26. 12, The other {ixethat 
lay Eaſt, reacht to the end, covered thepiljars whtreon that 
vaile hung, and they hung haltfe a curtaine breadth, or a yard o- 
ver the entrance. Their length of fifteen: yards reacht halfea yard. 
lower oneither fide, than the other curtaines did, and yet: they 
came not to the ground by a quarter of a yard, fo that the filver - 
foundations were alwayes plaine to be ſcene, every where but at 
the Weſt end. 

Thus had the Tabernacle two coverings of curtaines; yet both 
theſe on the flat roofe would not hold out raines, and weather, 
wherefore there was made for the top a covering of Rammes 
skins dyed red, fgnifying well-the blood of Chrilt the ſhelter of 
the Church. 

Above that was alſo another covering of T abaſh skins,a beaſt 
not perfetly knowne what he was, bur well Engliſbed,a Badger, 
and gueſſed well becauſe of his during hide. Thus if you view 
this building ereRted, and thus covered , you fee the filver foun- 
dation alwaies open to view. Halfe a yard above that hid onely 
under one curtaine: all the {ide-above that under two, and the 
top with foure. ;

12 typitying Chriſt, by 
whom Ged is come into Covenant with Gentiles as well as 
Jewes. 

The Arke was made like a Cheſt, hollow, that it might re- 
ceive things within it, It was a yard and a quarter long, and 
three quarters broad, and three quarters high, made of Shirtim 
boards, and it was gilded both-within and withous, repreſen- 
ting Chritts purity, both in inward thoughts and outward aQi- 
ons. It had no fect, but the bottome ſtood upon the ground, a 
figure of Chrilts abaling himſelfe upon the earth. On the outlide 

of the nppermoſt brink was made a Golden Crown round abou, 
repreſenting | ay the Jewes ] the Crowne ofthe Law,but moſt 
fitly, Chrilt Crowned with glory. At each corner was ftrucke 
in, a ſtaple or ring of Gold, wherein were put two ſtaves of Shit- 
tim wood gilded over, to beare the Arke withall, which ftaves 
were never to be taken out, but there to (tay continually, teach» 
: ing the Prielts, as ſome ſay, to be ready prelt-for their ſervice : 
| but rather ſhadowing out Chriſts Deity, ſupporting his humani- 
ty, fever to be parted from it, Now for the cover of this chelt, 
| or Arke, it was made of pure Gold, beaten or; formed to thejalt 
length and breadth of the Arke,that when it was laid on it touch» 
ed the Golden Crowne round about, At either end was made a 
Gherub, or the forme of an Angell; like a childe, ftanding bow- 
ed, with wings reaching over the Arke, ſo that the wings of one 
Cherub touched the wings of ariother. They were of Gold,bea- 
ten out of the ſame peece that the cover of the Arke was of. Their 
faces were one to another, and both toward to the cover of the 
Arke, This cover both by the Old and New Teftament, is called 
the Propitiatory, vulgarly in our Engliſh, the Mercy-ſeat.

Haus was the Sanf#um Sanftorum, or the moſt holy ofall: for 

fabricke and furniture. Toſeparate this from the holy place 
was hung up a vaile, ofthe ſame itaffe and worke that the rich 
curtaines of the Tabernacle were: The hanging up of this vaile 
was thus: Juſtunder the goldenclaſpes that linked thecurtajnes 
together, were ſet up foure pillars ot Shittim wood gilded over; 
upon foure Baſes of hilver, ſuch as the o_ {tood upon, and 
theſe make up the hundred peeces, or Talents ſpoken of before : 
The pillars Rood a yard from each other, and the two outmoſt 
ſtood a yard from the walke; at the top of cach pillar was falined 
a golden hooke, on the which the vaile hang, five yards broad, 
and fiveyards high; This vaile repreſented Chriſts fleſh or ha- 
manity, celebrated by foure Evangeliſts, the foure Pillars that 
beare up that ſtory, 

. This place without the vaile was ten yards longand five yards 
broad : Into this mighe the Prieſts comt, and Moſer the Prince 
by a ſpeciall warrant. The furniture of this was, the Shewbread

For 
ſo much Manna every Ifraelite gathered againſt the Sabbath in 
the Wildernefſe, Exod.16. and on the Sabbath were theſe Cakes 
ſet on the Table, to put Tſrael in minde by the very meaſure and 
day of their ſuſtenance in the Wildernefſe, Theſe Cakes were called : 
the bread of faces, and the Table, the Table of faces, becauſe
